of the Judgment is as follows: 
'Today, the 9th 'of Septem- 
ber, 1899,>the court-martial of 
the Tenth Region Army Corps, 


' deliberating behind closed doors

"The votes were taken separ- 


ately, beginning by the Inferior 
grade and youngest In the last

years ago Incarnated virtue and .the 
regeneration*-of the race; The victim 
of today typifies the truth and right- 
eousness of modern dyilizationr Cal- 
vary involved, more than the fate of 
the Jewish people, and the Dreyfus 
case signifies more than the political 
future of France, which it directly 
concerns. The conseqnences of to-, 
days-event will be so far-reaching and 
so important to the vital interests of 
humanity at large that the fate of the 
individual directly affected can hard- 
ly enter into account in estimating 
what the future portends. 


It is not even worth while to de- 


nounce the five men whose voices have 
brought France face to face with the 
most terrible crisis in her bloody his- 
tory. They stand for that element 
which makes Europe an armed c&mp 
in time ot peace. They represent that 
new thing in ethics, "military Jus- 
tice." They typify that which de- 
scends upon France about once in a 
generation—arrogance, intolerance and 
blind discontent with the existing .or- 
der of tilings. 


Today's dispatches said that the ver- 
dict of condemnation, after the refu- 
sal of the Judge* to bear Colonels 
Schwankoppen and Panlnardi, the 
only witnesses whose evidence would 
clearly demonstrate the prisoner's 
guilt or innocence, would mean the 
existence of a military revolutionary 
plot It li impossible at thi* moment 
to enter into a diKunicm on this omin- 
ous tubject Tomorrow will probably 
pass without starUtng erects In Parii. 
Danger of this kind never appears at 
the moment it 1* expected in France. 
Tt is when the precaution* are re- 
iaxed that the blow tailx, and so it 
may prove ere Jong.

Dreyfus, but a member of the 
family said that she bore it with •won-' 
derfttl- fortitude;: - She- was somewhat 
comforted! by the assurance that she 
would not only be allowed to see-her 
hnaband before he* is spat to/hiB place 
of detention, but can accompany him 
if she chooses.' It will be remembered 
that one of the illegal punishments 
inflicted on Dreyfus on Devil's Island 
was the refusal of his wife's demand, 
which she had the right to make un- 
der the French tew, to share Ids exile 
with Urn. 


Demange visited his client after the 
sentence had been pronounced. The 
veteran lawyer was more overcome 
than the .victim himself. He spoke 
freely tonight about the day's events, 
though his words were only whispered, 
his voice'having gone after his two 
days' pleadings. 


"Dreyfus* first words to me," 


M. Demange, "were: Tell my wife to 
be of good heart Help her to bear 
this cruel, unmerited blow.'" Contin- 
uing. Demange said: "Dreyfus him- 
self has more courage than any of the 
rest of us. He realises that his trial 
has been a great moral victory for his 
cause, despite the verdict, and be is 
full of hope for the future." 


Dreyfus will.sign a notice of appeal 
tomorrow, and, pending tbe hearing, 
the execution of the sentence will be 
suspended, he retaining his present 
privilege*. Demange added that he 
wae worn out, and intended to go to 
his forest home to obtain rest and 
quiet.in order to prepare for a renew- 
al of tbe struggle. He said, in conclu- 
sion, that the sentence include* re- 
newed degradation. 


One point which the Dreyfus party 
particularly emphasise* i* the cow- 
ardice of the judge*. A report runs 
that three of them wanted to acquit 
tbe prisoner. The majority succeed- 
ed In winning over one vote by offer- 
ing to apply tbe minimum penalty, to 
arid extenuating cifcnnwtancea, and to 
request the Government to pardon Che

He Is declared 
fey ™»ny of the most influential negroes 
to be. a- traitor to the cause of the 
nee progress. This Hostile attitude is

• •at the negro preachers, and demago- 
gues. The best friends of the race 
tare, since the war, been suspected by 
a majority of the people of the race 
of selfishness. 


Booker Washington tells the negroes 


to get an industrial training, and make 
themselves the equal of the white man 
in education, and In thrift. He virtual- 
ly tells them not to force themselves 
into political affairs, until they are 
qualified to do so. This advice dis- 
jinncil the negro demagogues who are 
matilg a-lislngout or the weak breth- 
ren who Defleve, through dense ignor- 
ance, that they have reached' at a' 
toond, since Emancipation, the plane 
«ttch the white man, has reached only 
through centuries. ;of peril- and suffer-

The dissatisfied preachers and poli- 


ticians now favor the ^emigration of 
iae negro to Africa. The failure of the 
Siberian republic Is not even fcnown to 
these preachers. The negro has abund- 
ance of elbow room in the Southern 
States, but he does \not' know ifiow to 
use ids advantages. He has' soil and 
climate and opportunity, but . little 
knowledge. In the evolution of the 
jiegro in America, the present stage 
of it discloses the white man as the 
marter who is maintaining civilization, 
although there are many painful excep- 
tions to this maintenance.

tt» older and ignorant negroes in 
check, while men like Booker Wash- 
ington .are 'trying to educate the black' 
•children to become good citizens. The 
character and habits of mature negroes 
as well as whites cannot be changed. 
A* it was said in Boston a few years 
^ago, the hope of the white race lies In 
the funerals of the mature people who 
cannot change -their habits,, and are 
forever blocking the wheels of pro- 
cress. The industrial school keeps the 
segro on the land, instead of driving 
Mn> away front it. It gives him a 
feome, and that is the beginning of good 
citizenship. The old negroes, like the 
old settlers of New. England,- know 
sotting oit. the true theory of1 life, and 
suspect all new things. 


PBKSIDfcNT JORDAN'S VIEWS. 


In his book titled "Imperial Demo- 


cracy," President Jordan, for 
whose 


virile thought and breadth of> views, 
we nave unbounded admiration, at- 
tempts to draw a "dead line" arovm'd 
toe tropics, and declares that the white 
man cannot cross it with safety. He 
ventures to say tnat, "among hundreds 
of colonial experiments in Brazil, in Is- 
dht, to Africa, in China, there is not, 
today, such a, thing as a self-support- 
ing European colony in the tropics."

He 
carries hl» own "dead Itae" and can 
draw it where he pleases. 


But the white man has never serlous- 


y undertaken to colonize the tropics. 
Vis expansion, heretofore, Is in the 
emperate belt. His conquest pf the 
tropics has ..not begun, excepting in 
lueensland and in parts of South 
Africa, .-Even in JE^wail, substantially 
under the coritrtf bf •Aaaerloans.,.there 
las been nO'attenVp^'inade to colonize 
Americans, .but, most energetic at- 
tempts to colonize Asiatics. Even the 
colonization of Portuguese was arrest- 
ed in favor of the Asiatics^ The move- 
ments of the white man toward the 
ropics, have, been, naturally enough, 
governed by .the question of profits, and 
not civilization. The temperate zones 
give men, today, better civilization, 
and better'homes than can be had In 
.he tropics. The United States .will, 
accommodate four hundred 
millions 


more of people. Australia will take 
he Englishmen without flimlt.- At the 
same time the hope of riches, always 
delusive, and the climate will push the 
white man gradually Into the tropics. 
But the white man in no place, either 
n New England or the West, or In 
Hawaii or in Australia will do manual 
abor so long as he can find'an in- 
erior race to do It for him. The sona 
o? the Puritans leave manual labor on 
the NeTjr England >Iarm: at the first 
oppptOinlty. 
Only when education, 


and' thfexperimental stations have, 
made .the farm what it should be, and 
some day will be, will be return to It. 
Nor, will the American farmer till the 
soil in the tropics, if he can help it. 
When .he is driven to the wall, he will 
take up the hoe. 


President Jordan is certainly correct, 


when he states that there can be no 
jxpansW In the Philippines, in the 
sense of a permanent settlement of 
Americans there. The Americans ex- 
clude the Chinese from the Republic, 
because they are afraid of them, their 
labor, their thrift, their economy, their 
intelligence. 
So also they fear the 


Japanesel 
In the Philippines the 


Chinese are. already there, and their 
immigration will never be limited by 
any Federal law. They will dominate 
there in trade, just as they dominate 
in British Hongkong, and in British 
Singapore, and cut out the British 
merchants on all sides. 


What Great Britain has done in her 


colonies because of experience and 
common sense, the United States will 
repeat, in the Philippines, establish 
general law and order, stop, revolu- 
tions, and let the people work out their 
own salvation; This will be quite 
epough. 
It is not the "dead line" 


which will prevent general American 
colonization, in the tropics, but -the 
want of suflicient profit. Hawaii has 
been wide open to the Americans and 
Europeans for seventy years, with the 
result that only 1975 pure Americans 
lived here in 1890. 


If the mission of the United States 


is to colonize the Philippines it will 
fail, because the average American will 
not take up the hoe. If the mission of 
the United States is to repeat British 
Imperialism in the tropics that is an- 
other affair. President Jordan believes 
that American democracy cannot gov- 
ern colonies with wisdom. Probably 
it cannot, but ymuch valuable exper- 
ience will be obtained by the sacrifice 
of some thousands of lives, and the ex- 
penditure of some millions of dollars in 
wars with weaker nations. The nation 
will be the wiser for it
